_We live on a 225-acre farm, have 
75 peach trees, and raise lots of 
peaches. We usualy arrange to give 
a sale once a week, generally on Sat- 
urday, when peop’e quit work to go 
to town.

sell. We always serve milk and other

Those “Northern Lights.” 


Recent unusually brilliant displays 
of the Aurora Borealis—the “Northern 
Lights”--have caused many people to 
ask what causes this phenomenon. 

Astronomers tell us that’an aurora 
is due to electric discharges taking 
place in the upper atmosphere sixty 
miles above the surface of the earth. 
The displays are intimately connected 
with magnetic storms, and they are al- 
ways followed by a disturbance of mag- 
netic needles. Occasionally the dis- 
turbance is so great that ordinary 
telegraphic work is completely inter- 
rupted for the time being. 

The interesting discovery has been 
made that the Aurora Borealis always 
coincides with the appearance of sun- 
spots. The number of recorded sun- 
spots waxes and wanes in a cycle of 
about eleven years, and it bas been no- 
ticed that the variations of the aurora 
seem to extend over a similar period.

Committees on Nominations and Re 
solutions Were brought in. The thret 
main offices Were given as follows:

De. Hardy,who has been President, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the O. L. 
A. for the past 25 years, resigned this 
year. During the morning session an 
interruption was made to show ap- 
precialion lo Dy, Hardy for his inval- 
uable services, when the Association 
presented him with two very fine 
water color paintings by St. Thomas 
Smith. 

Following the business of the morn- 
ing came the subject : Life Stories of 
Live Librarians. The first was by 
Rev. T. B. Howard, of Listowel], Lis- 
towel has a population of 4500-and 
now has a Carnegie Library, having 
secured $10,000 for the building from 
the Oarnegie lund. Mr. Howard 
told of their troubles and how they 
overcame them, The reading mat- 
erial of the Library needed revision 
so they appointed a staff of workers 
who went through the books and 
threw out 1000 old ones. They se- 
cured racks for papers and improved 
ghe lighting systein. kn order to get 
new reading matter the public have 
carried on a publicity campaign, one 
of theiv methods being to have re- 
views on new books in the local 
paper. They had many troubles 
with the Town Council but last year 
this grant was $800. 

Miss Florence Cameron gave a his 
tory of the Preston Library. In 
1910 they secured a Carnegie Library 
there. Some of their methods to in- 
terest the public are — adyertising 
books with posters (a number of at- 
tractive and artistic posters were on 
display in the Assenibly Hall and 
seem to be a much-nsed feature of 
library work), and putting covers of 
new books on the bulletin boaid, 
They have a children’s hour and, fol 
lowing a cycle of Robin Hood stories, 
instituted a story-writing competi 
tion on Ro’ in Hood. They purchesed 
courses trom the A.L A. to help w th 
adult education. ‘Ihey study ways 
of purchasing and buy reprints. 

Rev. D. L. Gordon gayean account 
of the struggle in Aginccurt to erect 
alibrary building. Vhey have nota 
Carnegie Library there but a yery 
fine little balding erected threugh 
the efforts of the townspeople.

On reaching the | 
sheep’s stomach it attaches Itself to 
the mucosa and develops to maturity. 
A tew cause no particular harm, but 
when present in thousands they make 
their presence apparent by causing | 
digestive disturbance and a general | 
unthrifty condition, 


Preparation of Drench. 


*Copper sulphate crystals four 
ounces, dissolved in a quart of hot 


| water and then add to three gallons 


of water. This ia suifictent to dose 
100 sheep. re 
~“Broneht ia best done, with the 
ald of a thré@eighth Inch rubber 
tube, 3 or 4 feet long, Gre-end to go 
in the sheep’s mouth and ontcad 
connected to a funnel in which the 
liguid dose may be poured. 

The dose for a sheep over 80 
pounds in weight ts 4 ounces of the 
solution, lamba weighing 60 pounds 
takes 3 ounces. 

The sheep should be treated every 
four weeks during the pasture season 
ubtil such time as the pest has been, 
eliminated from the premises, The 
work well done for two seasons is 
fufficient to clean up the pasttres. 
Remember the young worm spends 
part of its life on the grass and ‘part 
of the time in thesheep’s stomach. 

In drenching be careful, there 1s| 

a danger of the solution finding its 
was to the lungs. Two men are need- 
ed, one to handle the sheep and the 
other to do the drenching. Hold the 
pheep’s head horizontal, not up, and 
give the animal a chance to swallow 
in as natural a way as possible. Don't 
hurry and be sure and keep the lips 
jevel, just so the liquid will not run 
eut of the mouth.

JOINT ILL OF FOALS.  « 
An Acute Infections Disease of Young 
Animals. 


A heavy toll is taken each spring |’ 


frem the recently-born foals by this 
disease which is as widespread as the ' 
horse industry. 

“Joint ill” is recognized as an acute 
tmfections disease of young animals, 
and it is characterized by inflamma- 
tlon and abscess formation, affecting 
the Yoints and limbs. The disease 
may develop as a result of infection 
either before or after birth. 
Symptoms. 

In most cases infection takes place 
shortly after birth and symtoms de-« 
velop during the first three weeks of 
the foal’s life. First there is fever, 
and breathing is rapid, and the appe- 
tite is lessened. The colt appears 
dull, is lame, close examination will) 
stow one or more joints to be swol- 
len, This may be thistaken for in- 
jury. Soon, however, some other 
oints become awollen, veually the 

o¢cks and knees, stifle, fetiock and 
elbow ag be also affected in gtr 
cases. gt spore general ¢con- 
eittionsl istu by pain, 

ud beat of the heart, panting, 
elevated temperature, and thirst. in 
#eVere cases the systematic distur 
atices are always serious, In that the 
swellings become very tense and pain- 
ful involving the surrounding parts. 

Frequently the affected joints sup- 
purate, abscesses form, joints break 
out In running sores, and citrous col- 
ored fluid exudes from the akin. The 
hair falls out from around the joints 
and the skin becomes bare and shiny. 
Ta many cases a evevere diarrhoea de- 
vYelops and there is marked loss of 
flesh and the colt becomes too weak 

stand. If the navel is examined it 

1 be hot, painful, swollen, unhealed 
and dribbling pus. As the disease 
progresses the colt gets weaker, com- 
plications as pneumonia. pericarditis 
or a general septic condition hastens 
tts end. Severe cases pase out in two 
or three days, average cases lasf 
about two weeks. Any colts that re- 
cover are left with large badly-form- 
ad joints. 

/Curative treatment is not always 
satisfactory and I« best undertaken 
by the trained veterinarian. 
Prevention. 

The disease can be largely pre 
vented by ‘a system calling for the 
best’ use of hygienic and preventative 
medicine. The first consideration fe 
an absolutely clean wraternity stall 
for the mare, and ‘proper attention te 
all details of disinfection for both the 
mother and foal, Hundreds of foate 
are lost by permitting them to lie 
around & manure pile or dirty bare 
yard. Get them out on clean green 
‘grass away from the infecting bac- 
teria of the stable and barnyard. The 
navel requires attention, which cap 
best be given by putting a 1/1000 bt 
ehioride solution in a shallow cap 
and holding it against the stump of 
cord, Dirty hands have Infected ben- 
— so do not touch the navel with
